The assurance was contained 
In ow uniqus sued in 
Washington and Ottawa at the 
close of the first meeting of the 
Joint Untied States-Canadilan 
Committee on trade and econo~ 
mle affairs. 

The communique said the 
two Governments, in dsposing 
of agricultural surpluses abroad, 
would consult with interested 
countrics and not to interfere 
with normal commercial 
marketings, 

The two Governments agreed, 
the comraunique suid, that "ex- 
pedients™ that might slow down 
the advance of freer world trade 
should not be used to solve 
temporary economic problems. 

The United States has large 
surplus supplies of agricultural 
preducts and Canada is finding 
it increasingly harder to sell 
wheat. In addition, Canada 
has a growing butter surplus, 
us has the United States and re- 
cently has sold large amounts of 
meat at near fire-sale  prices.— 
United Press. 


Trade Talks 
At Caracas 


Caracas, Mar. 17. 

Trade questions were taken 
up ogain today at the Inter- 
American Conference here when 
the working group of the sub- 
committee on trade co-operation 
decided to submit two draft re- 
solutions presented by the 
United States and by Mexico 
and Venezuela, jointly.

Among the main features of 
the Bill is a provision to abolish 
probibitions lmposed by 18th- 
Century acts relating to the 
settied property..
